The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 
9 AM on Tuesday, January 17th, 2012, with Tom Broeker, Dan Cahill and Bob Beck present.    

  
Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.   
 

 Meet with Department Heads:  County Attorney Pat Jackson was pleased that the Richards conviction 
was upheld by the Supreme Court.    
 
 The following correspondence was received: letter from ADDS requesting County funding; letter from 
Habitat for Humanity requesting a donation; notice of a meeting on January 24th of the Restoration Advisory 
Board; notice of membership rebate from SEIRCC.          
 
 During Public Input Session #1, Jeff Housman, 150th Ave., spoke to the Board about culverts on 155th 
that have collapsed.  County Engineer Brian Carter responded that the tops are kinked but they are not collapsed 
and water is not backing up.  He has consulted with Kent Rice, project manager for the bike trail, and they plan 
to install an additional box culvert on the road.  Housman agreed that would be acceptable.    
 
 Accounts Payable Claims in the amount of $290,062.13 were approved upon motion by Beck and 
second by Cahill.   
 
  Jackson presented a Sexual Harassment Policy for approval.  Cahill moved to approve and pointed out 
that the policy is being adopted because of federal requirements for grant applications and not because of any 
problems with county employees.  Seconded by Beck.     
 
  County Treasurer Brenda Buck presented a request for compromise on a Tax Sale Certificate.  Buck 
explained that Habitat for Humanity has offered to assume the tax lien from the County in order to acquire an 
empty lot on Division Street.  They want to construct a single family home.  Motion to approve was made by 
Cahill and seconded by Beck.     
 
  Eric Murrell was appointed Trustee for Flint River Township upon motion by Cahill and seconded by 
Beck.  His term will expire December 31, 2014.         
 
 The following personnel actions were approved:  at the Correctional Center, part time cook Melissa 
Vahl received a step increase.  At the Sheriff’s office, Deputy Eric Staub has resigned effective February 1, 
2012.   Both actions were approved upon motion by Cahill and seconded by Beck.
